Curious Death of a Laundryman's 
Daughter in New York.

The Chinese Physician Refused a Certificate 
Preparations for Burial--What a Fond Father 
Placed in the Coffin With the Corpse. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK,January 6.—Mr. and Mrs. Wah 
Sing and their two girl children, Fung Oy, aged 
three and one-half years, and Cha Lee, eighteen 
months, came to this city about a year and a half 
ago. The baby girls were the first Chinese chil- 
dren to come to New York, and their arrival was 
made the occasion for a general jubilee in Mott 
street, at which there was à tremendous consump- 
tion of stews that were aromatic with bay leaves, 
of rice brandy, of wine of athousand flowers, of 
dried fish from China and of opium and cigars, all 
accompanied by the peculiar music that makes 
those who first hear it look in their 
cellars for imprisoned cats, or exclaim profanely 
against the coincident existence of children and 
colic. Wah Sing, having looked over the field of 
remunerative labor in New York, opened a laun- 
dry in the basement of 234Sixth avenue. His 
wife, whose name sounds to untrained western 
ears exceedingly like Julia, was one of the three 
or four Chinawomen inthe city, and proved such 
a curiosity to New Yorkers that her presence 
drew crowds to the laundry. Half of the number 
who came because they had heard there was 

A CHINESE WOMAN 
in the shop mistook Wah Siug for her, but 


the closely observant noted the trifling difference 
between her trousers and those of the Chinamen. 
They had seen ana were much edified. In the 
meantime,as Wan Sing expressed it, the shop 
took in “too muchee heap doliar.” The little 
children enjoved good health until about four 
montis ago, when Fung Oy caught a severe cold. 
She grew worse, and four Chinese doctors were 
called in at different times. The last physician 
summon: d was Cheu Keu Fong, of 39 Mott street. 
He prescribed for the child, but its condition did 
— improve, and Thursday night she died lu con- 
vulsions, 

Yesterday Cheu Ken Fong made out a certificate 
and presented it to theDeputy Register of Vital 
Statistics, Dr. Nagle, at the office of the Board of 
Health. Chu Ken Fong said that he hid been a 
surgeon in the Chinese navy. Dr. Nagle explain- 
ed that,as he was not registered his ,certificate 
could not be accepted, aad the case was referred 
to the Coroner's office. Yesterday afternoon Cor- 
oner Kennedy and his deputy, Dr. Conway, visited 
the laundry. In the front room, which was used 
as a work room, were gathered a dozen Chinamen, 
all talking at once. oroner Kennedy ex- 
plained the object of his visit, and asked to be 
shown the body. 

Wah Sing, the child’s father, approached the 
Coroner and said in broken English in a low tone: 
“Me poor Chinee; you no chargee me muchee 
mouee.’”™” The Coroner explained that there was 

NO CHARGE FOR HIS VISIT, 
which, being rendered into Chinese, was recetved 
by the whole party with a great and audible sigh 
of relief. The body of the dead child was ina 
plain black coffinin the sleeping-room, and a plece 
of board which was placed against the foot of the 
coffin bore the chiid's name, age 
and an account of its mortal 
sickness in artistically-finished tea-caddy charac- 
ters. Thelittie face, which was not emaciated, 
wore a peaceful expression. In the coffin at the 
child’s feet were heaped all the baby clothing and 
playthings that had been hers in Ne. These will 

e buried with the child. A whit fan, covered 
wiih Chinese symbols, lay on the child’s breast, 
and several a of paper were red on 
the body near it. The father explained. through 
an interpreter, that the slips of paper represented 
bank notes, aud were laced in 
the coffin to insure the body 
a welcome reception into the other world. These 
were uncommonly like those slips, however, 
which the Chinese scatter on the streets from a 
funeral cortege with the belief that the devils, who 
are ever on the alertto capturea soul between the 
deathbed and the grave,,must stop and read each 
one, and so be delayed until the body is lowered 
into the grave out of demon reach. he fan, the 
father said, was for good luck, and the clothing 
and toys might be useful in the grave. 
While Dr. — was examining the 
body the mother stood at the 
head of the coffin with her other child, Cha Lee, 
now nearly three years old, in her arms. Wah 
Sing is twenty-five years of age, but looks much 
vider. She was taller than the man,and, though

was rather good-looking. The chila, Cha Lee, was 
not of the hue of most of her country people. but 


| pink and white and wholesome-looking. Her al- 
mond-shaped eyes were large and bright, and she 

prattied prettily as she toyed with her mother’s 
hair. She appeared to bea great favorite with the 
men, and allowed Coroner Kennedy to take her in 
her arms. The Coroner granted a death 
certificate, and little Fung Oy will be buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery to-day. The funeral will be 
attended by a large delegation from the Chinese 
colony, and the usual ceremonies will be per- 
formed at the grave. Dr. Conway said that it was 
not surprising that the child should have con- 
tracted a severe cold, living as it had for eighteen 
months in adamp, unhealthy basement, the ceil- 
ing of which is just level with the sidewalk,

One of Them Tells of What He Calls a Case of 


Forgery—Inner History of the Tennessee 
Bonds and the Defalcation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, January 6.—The news of the defal- 
cation by the State Treasurer of Tennessee was 
received in this city through private dispatches 
from Nashville late yesterday afternoon. It was 
known to very few persons, and prominent mem- 
bers of the bondholders’ commtttee were ignorant 
of the fact when a Tribune reporter sought to gain 
from them particulars of the case. The announce- 
ment caused great surprise, for Mr. Polk was 
well known to some of the large bondholders, all 
of whom spoke of him in high terms. They were 
inclined todoubt the truth of the statement, and 
all agreed in saying that the amount of the deficit 
in his accounts must have been largely exaggerat- 
ed. Mr. Polk spent several weeks in this city last 
summer, when the chief officers of the 
State opened an office here for the exchange of 
bonds under the funding act. He had separated 
from the political party with wyich he had been 
identified all his life. So far he payment of 
the State debt was concerned, he had been one of 
warmest advocates of the funding bill, and he 
was always eager, apparently, to see the act car- 
ried into practical operation. Partly on this 
account, perhaps, he was esteemed many oF the

I wouldn’t even trust aclerk to do it, 
When I presented my bonds only one of the State 
officers was present, and right before my eyes he 
signed the new bonds fer himself and the two 
other officers whose signaturea were necessary. 
I objected, of course, to the wholesale forgery, 
and the officer was rather incensed by what he 
termed my unreasonable carefulness, I had 
my bonds properly signed, but I made 
up my mind then that I wanted 
no more Tennessee in mine. This sort of business 
may be the proper thing in that State, but it is 
hardly suited to this latitude.” 

Ali the Tennessee bondholders who were in- 
formed of the defaleation remarked instantly: 
“No wonder that he could not pay the interest. 
He didn’t have the money.” They 
agreed that if the report was correct the 
money must have been lostin buying the State’s 
bonds on speculatin. It was recollected that Mr. 
Poik, when here, had remarked frequently that 
he was a large holder of the bonds, but

The degree of misery 
and the cause of distress were different 
tneach case. The first stopping place was on 
North Tenth street, near Salisbury street. The 
room wasin great disorder, and the furniture of 
the poorest description, The family are Engli sh 
It consists of the parents and four children. The 
father isa tailor by occupation, but for several 
weeks past has been unable to obtain employment 
The parents and children are in good health. and 
their appeal for assistance was the first which they 
had made. It was readily responded to by the

It consisted of a hus- 
band and wifeonly. Both are exceeding young, 
the husband being only 19 and the wife a little 
over 16.

ipe. Both were cheerful, thoug heir surround- 
— were of the most poverty-s Acken kind. In 
reply to questions the women si that they were 
each alone in the world and supported themselves 
as best they could by taking in washing. The 
woman with the children was given an order for 
eoal and bread, but the other, the one who was 
ae: was denied, 

“If vou have money to buy tobacco,” said Mr. 
Lack, “you have money to buy bread.” 

The woman laughed lightly and went about her 
work. 


ON NINTH STREET, 

near Carr, Mr. Lack aud the reporter entered a 
‘court-yard$ around which arose on every side n 
number of ancient frame buildings. each of them 
bearing upon its face the sigus of decay and ruin. 
Entering one of these, a wreiched case of poverty 
was revealed, In a couple of rooms on the second 
floor were found four children, all of them scanti- 
ly clad, huddied about a smal! stove, in whicha 
weak fire Was trying to assert itself. A loat of 
rye bread was on a made in one corner. 

“Where is your mother“ 

The eldest child in the room, a girl at about 
thirteen, replied in a high, shrill voice; 

„She's gone out to cook at a hotel.” 

„How long has she been working?” 

“Oh, she only went out this morning.” 

“Can none of you help her to earn money?” 

“We did until some time ago. We had work at 
Peckham's candy factory, but we had to quit be- 
cause we had no clothes to wear.“ 

The children were dirty, and looked as if they had 
not applied water to their faces for weeks. 

Up stairs in the same building are a number of 
rooms in even worse repair than those on the 
ground floor. Pushing open a door which swung 
a0isily upon rusty binges,the nostrils of Mr. Lack 
ind his companion were assailed by 71 powerful 
ind disgusting stench, Presently a woman came 

orward whose miserable appearance was the 
nost potent appeal which she could make for the 
sonsideration of the charitable. Her features were 
sallid as i from sickness and drawn with unap- 
peased hunger. Iu explanation of the stench in 
which she lived she said that both herself and her 
— 4 were sick and were unable to de any house- 
Work, 

“How long have you been sick?” 

“Oh, for a good while now,” 

“Is your husband living?” 

“No, sir. He died a year ago.” 

“How many children have you?” 

„Four, sir; three girls and a box.“ 

“And none of you are able to work ?” 
“No, sir.” 

“Well, you must clean that room,” sald Mr. 
Lack. “I will give you coal and bread, but if, 
when Lcome again, this room isn’t cleaned up, 
you will get nothing more.“ 

The woman promised faithfully to put the room 
in perfect condition, Referring to the case, Mr. 
Lack said that the greatest difficulty he exper- 
leneed in doing his work was to induce poor 
— to pay proper heed to the 

aus of cleaniiness and health, Human 
misery is inteusified in very many cases by the 
disregard into Which these laws are suffered to 
fall among the poor. Once educate a man or a 
Woman, who is destitute of every other comfort or 
hecessilyv of lite even, 108 se lise of the beaut v ot 
cleanliness and the value of it in preserving health 
and acheertul spirit, and half the battie against 
poverty is won. Most of the families visited had 
sadly deteriorated in this respect.

ILLEGAL BALLOTS. 

The General Assembly of Connecticut has 
done abont as well as could be expected in 
disposing of the election muddle resulting 
from the efforts of the party bosses in New 
Haven to coerce voters and keep track of 
the vote by an evasion of the Connecticut 
ballot law. 

A Democratic Legislature, to protect labor- 
ing men from the espionage and the coercive 
influence of employers, provided that all 
ballots “shall be on plain white paper, with 


the names of the candidates written or. 


printed thereon.” Butin New Haven the 
Democratic tickets were printed on white 
paper from a block which blacked all the 
surface not covered by the names of the can- 
didates, thus leaving no svace for the voter 
to scratch one name and write in another. 
The Republican tickets were printed on 
white paper, but with a distinguishing 
black border around the hames. In 
contesting the election of the Democratic 
Municipal ticket in New Haven, the Repub- 
obtained a decision that these 
black ballots were illegal and could 
not be counted. As about 7,000 of 
such ballots had been cast for the 
Democratic State ticket, which received a 
majority of only 4,000, this decision carried 
consternation into the Democratic camp, be- 
cause it seemed that the State Government,as 
wellas the Municipal Government of New 
Haven, was to be turned over to the Repub- 
licans in spite of the known and undisputed 
decision of the people in favor of the Demo- 
erats. But the court did not pass upon the 
legality of the black-bordered Republican 
ballots, and it was believed that upon a final 
adjudication they weuld also be thrown out 
by the courts as illegal. 

It looks hard to throw out ballots which 
all concede were deposited in good faith by 
lawful voters, but the courts are bound to 
thus give force and effect to legal require- 
ments enacted for the protection of the 
independence. The Legislature, 
however, in canvassing the returns, had au- 
thority to take such action as would give 
effect tothe known intent of the majority. 
The ballots, though illegal in form, were 
conceded by Mr. BULKELEY, the defeated 
candidate for Governor, to be conclusive 
evidence that it was the intent of a majority 
of the lawful voters to elect his competitor. 
Both houses of the Legislature, therefore, 
adopted a resolution validating all ballots 
cast by lawful voters at the last election. 
This practically nullifes the violated pro- 
visions of the ballot law. But it is better to 
defective ballots than to set 
aside the known willof a lawful majority 
when the illegality is not such as to make it 
doubtful which side has the majority.

A Mangled Victim. 
From Phiiadelphia Press. 
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SATURDAY CHAT. 


1 AM not surprised to see that the Police author- 
ities have not heard of any one being robbed on 
the street cars. It reminds me of an experience 
of my own, ten years ago, when the burglars paid 
their last visit to my house and robbed me of a 
meerschaum pipe,.an overcoat (second-hand), two 
music-boxes, and one pie eaten on the premises. 
I wanted my meerschaum and went to the good 
old man who then filled to overflowing the chair 
now occupied by Chief Campbell. He listened 
tomy story and kindly said: “Dear me, dear 
me. That's very strange. I have uot heard of a 
burglary in this town for six weeks, and thought I 
had run those fellows off. That’s very strange. 
But I'll tell you what to do. If you want us to get 
that pipe you must leave it tous. Don't you saya 
word about it, and, above all, don’t let it get in 
the papers. Keep it quiet and leave it tous.” On 
my way down town I met a neighbor to whom 
I spoke about the burglary to put him on the 
lookout, when he toid me his house had been 
robbed of some valuable papers three nights before. 
“I went tothe Chief of Police,” saia he, “and de you 
Know? it’s a singular thing. He told me he had 
not heard ofa burglary in St. Louis in six weeks. 
He advised me to leave the search formy proper 
ty in the hands of the police, and to keep it quiet.” 
From this little fable it appears that certain tra- 
ditions are piously kept up in St. Louis. 

So THAT ricketty, ramshackle, tumble-down 
“palace of trade” on the southwest corner of 
Fourth and Olive isto come down, aud anew 
building is to go up in its stead. It is almost time, 
for 1 remember some thirty odd years ago, 
when 1 was quite a callow youth, that 
was the first of the Fourth street residences of 
the aristocracy to have its front Khocked out and 
its inside converted to the base uses ol trade. It 
doesu't look very aristocratic now, and it Is. seem- 
ingly kept from falling only by the network of tel- 
egraph wires which cross it like a map of a new 
mining district. Buf it has paid; the retits of the 
old shell have long been more each year than the 
first cost of house and ground, The place has been 
an insult to the business enterprise of St. Louis 
every day since the war was over, and has hurt 
the city more than it has helped it, but 
the owner of the property has helped the city in 
other ways. Sheis awidow, venerable not oniy 
for her age but for her real piety and true benevo. 


lence, and her annual contributions te the cause 


of charity have been among the regular and grate- 
ful incidents in the record of philanthropy in St. 


Louis. 


WHEN trade invaded the Patterson dwelling on 
Fourth street the shopping Rialto was on Market 
from Second to Fourth street, and particularly the 
south side thereof. In those little two-story 
stores, once dwellings, and in their day no doubt 
considered mighty fine improvements—in those 
dingy seven-by-nines did our mothers buy their an- 
cient gowns before the days of recdingote, polonaise, 
or crinoline. and inthe primitive times when a 
muff the size of a flour barrel anda boa clothed 
their wearer with the glory of the sealskin sacque 
of te-day. Concert Hall used to be there, and 
Xaupi's “practicing parties“ occupied a position 
insocial hfe which has not been compictely sup- 
plied by the Home Cirele, the Asscuibly or the 
Imperial. I remember at those practicing parties 
the gentlemen used to “take steps” in the square 
dances, and 1 would give any suitable equivaient 
for the pleasure Of witnessing again the spectacle 
of a quadrille with grave and solemn males tak 
ing steps“ as they chassayed and forwarded and 
crossed over. 


It is like going back to an old geologic period 
and feeling like a fossil tickled by a pick to recall 
those very, very old days, when the Post-office 
was on Main and Chestnut; when the Court-house 
was looming into shape with the aristocratic resi- 
dence, quarter filling Fourth and Fifth streets 
from Market to Washington avenue:avhen the 
sightof the Union: Depot was a beautiful lake, 
with the old stone milland milldam marking its 
eastern exit on Eighth street, and the old MeDow- 
ell College standing on a bold headland to the 
south, now occupied by Wainwright's brewery; 
when the steamboats lay with their noses 
up stream like meifer matches in a box 
along a wharf crowded with noisy hackmen 
and hotel runners and drays and confidence men 
and niggers and skids and shirt-sleeve clerks 
with busy invoice books and pencils, and when 
all the trade of the fur country and of the over- 
land was dumped on the levee, Bloody Island 
lying opposite, to be circumnavigated by ferry 
and steam beats ;when the jail loomed up crim.with 
stone and walls iron bars, on Sixthand Chestnut; 
with the lawyers who kept people out of it congre- 
gating mostly on Chestnut lower down; when 
Stoddara’s Addition was a forest, and the Renub- 
lican Was a newspaper; ah, that was very long ago, 
and St. Louis was a small city, but it had 
more fun to the square inch and made more money 
by a day’s work than it does now. 


Ir will surprise the gilded youth of to-aay to 
Know that in that old red sandstone epoch we 
who now are fossils used to start out about 10 
A. m. on the first of the new year to do our eall- 
ing, and we kept it up until 12 or 1 o’clock at mid- 
night. There was none of your riminy-priminy 
Francesca-da-Rimini young man about us, bui we 
went in with a right good will, taking a square 
meal in the middle of the day, and anotber one when 
the flickering, unsteady street lamps began to 
wabble around us, and we averaged sixty visits 
and we drank at least one glass of egg-nog in 
each house, and we saw only the ladies whom we 
really wished happy New Years to (and who wish- 
ed tosee us. Some of us fell by the wayside, for 
then the winters were cold and the streets were 
slippery and the pavements would fly up and hit 
us right between the two buttons at the summit of 
our coattails, but we enjoyed it, or we thought 
we did, which was the same thing. Even the 
subsequent matutinal Katzenjammer is now a de- 
liclous memory. 


Now the old custom is changing, so that I look 
forward with pleasure to its speedy extinction. 
Monopoly is the order of the day in society as in 
business, and the New Year’s market is cornered 
by combinations of fifteen or twenty beautiful 
young creatures, who hold receptions on a sort of 
go-as-you-please principle, which has a certain fas- 
eination about it, but which is not “calling,” 
but rather destructive of it. I do not 
go into society myself, but as an observer and 
censor of life and manners in St. Louis I say that 
the time has come when this city should udopt the 
French custom of card-shooting as a substitute for 
obsolescent calling. 


A MEMBER of the bar, who calls himselfa 
“conoosher,” told me that the bar banquet at the 
Mercantile Club reflected great credit on Mr. 
Ailson, who is capable of “tickling au appetite 
under the ribs of death.“ and he added thatthe 
most remarkable thing about the banquet was that, 
though there was champagne on tap, there was 
not one of the ninety-and-nine lawyers there pres- 
ent who wandered away. I think this is remark- 
able. Nobody expects merchants, or editors, or 
sober business men to get drunk, because they are 
generally plain, unimaginative people, whose call- 
ings give them habits of method and regularity. 
But the followers of the law are often children of 
geuius, and possessed of that imagination which is 
akin to intoxication, and which is fond of keeping 
company with its kinfolks, When I remember that 
Byron has zlaid down the law that “man being 
reasonable must get drunk,” and when I hear of a 
hundred lawyers passing by the temptation of un- 
limited wine, I am inclined to think more highly of 
the St. Louis bar.

A RAILROAD SUIT. 


The Memphis, Carthage and Northwestern 
Company in Court To-Day. 


Judge Thayer is hearing to-day, without a jury, 
the case of Wm. C. Wilson, assignee of Burgess, 
against the Memphis, Carthage and Northwestern 
Railroad Company. This is a suit on the part of 
the assienee of a contractor to recover about 
880,000, in respect of work done 
for completion of the road from 


Pierce Bity to Carthage. The company made set- 
tlement with the contractor by giving him bonds, 
which the Supreme Court subsequently heid to 
have been illegally issued. It seems that he was 
pressed for money and the company issued an or- 
der on the county court of the district 
through which the road was being 
constructed for delivery of the 
subscription bonds to the value of hisclaim. The 
bonds were issued before the registration law 
went into effect and the County Court made a re- 
issue, the dating of which invalidated them. The 
road is notin a condition to satisfy a heavy judg- 
ment but the stockholders are wealthy, 
including Seligman and other New 
York railroad capitalists, and the 
purpose of this litigation is probably to collect 
the judgment, if obtained in this court, from the 
parties chiefly interested. The assignee of the 
contractor is the officer of the bank that furnished 
him with money to complete the contract.

THE RAPPIEST FORM. | 


Froude and Aristotle on Democracy. 
From the Fortnightly Review. 


People talked in Aristotle’s time, and they 
talk now, as if the voice of a majority on any 
given occasion was, or ougt to be, decisive, 
and could not be wrong. And yet it has been 
often observed that all the great beneficial 
movements among mankind have been the 
work of determined minorities. When the 
matter in question can wait, the minority 
trusts to reason and argument to bring the 
majority over toits side. But sometimes it 
wii not wait. The Catholics were in a large 
majority in the Low Countriesin the Six- 
teenth Century, and they wanted to compel 
the Protestants to go to mass. The Protest- 
ants would not go to mass. They fought for 
forty years and won their liberty with 
swords in their hands. There isno divine 
rightin majorities. No voting, though all 
mankind were unanimous, will make right 
out of wrong; and voting is only a rough- 
and-ready means of finding whatitis most 
convenient ta do at a a given moment. You 
hear it said that the source of power is the 
will of the people, that men must have them- 
selves consented to the laws by which they 
are to be governed, with other conventional! 
forms of speech. I humbly submit that such 
expressions are conventional and nothing 
else. It has hanpened to me, as it has hap- 
pened to most of us, to have been in the min- 
ority on some occasions in my life. Money, 
for instance, has been voted for wars, the 
Crimean war,for instance, which I abhorred. 
I paid because Iwas obliged. I did not con- 
sent. L objected to the uttermost of my pow- 
er, and I submitted only to superior force. 

‘here is but one divine right, and that is 
the thing which on any occasion ought to be 
done. There is a right way of doing a thing, 
and a wrong way, from the cooking of a mut- 
ton-chop to the guiding of an empire; and 
the opinion of a majority, provided the 
people are of fair intelligence and character 
and courage, is an indication where the right 
lies; but that is all—an indication only, not a 

roof; and in extreme cases other methods 

ave to be adopted. In fact, whether we 
like it or nor, the voice which at any given 
moment always decides is the voice of those 
who are at that moment the strongest. The 
universe is so constructed that it must be so; 
whether the decision be rightor wrong, there 
is no appeal from it till the balance of 
strength is altered. In the Greek republics, 
as in modern Europe and America.a majority 
of the people was presumed to be the strong- 
est. The balance of force was assumed to 
lie with the greater number without trying 
the question by force. But it was not so be- 
tween the lions and the hares and rabbits. 
It was not so between the Greeks and Asi- 
atics. One Greek in the field equaled ten 
Asiatics. He was not likely to give the 
Asiatic an equal vote with hin. 

And when any great question rises, evenin 
the most advanced community, any question 
which touches the heart and conscience of 
men, asit was with these poor Dutchmen 
that I spoke of, the same difference is pro- 
dweed by superior, constancy, by superior 
courage, by readiness to die rather than sub- 
mit to what is false or unjust; and in such 
cases minorities of brave men have carried 
their point against the majority by force, 
trusting to time to acquit them, and I believe 
they the will continue to de as long as there 
is any warmth in human nature. The army 
which made Oliver Cromwell! protector rep- 
resented but a small fraction of the English 
nation counted by heads. If the vote could 
be taken nowt the English nation would per- 
haps still be found equally unfavorable to 
him. Yet Cromwell is slow:y taking his 
place in the estimation of the intelligent part 
of mankind as one of the very greatest and 
best Englishmen that ever lived. 

But potwithstanding objections Aristotle 
remained of opinion that government by a 
majority of votes was on the whole the hap- 
piest and most secure. No adjustment of 
human affairs will work perfectly and under 
all circumstances. If nature had provided 
any such arrangementit would have been 
discovered jong ago, and we should all have 
gone to sleep. No form of government will 
save us from our own faults. If the com- 
monwealth is to prosper we have our own 
parts to play. It isthe continual struggle, 
the continual necessity to watch our own 
lives, which gives spirit and force to human 
existence. Andthis Aristotle saw. He did 
not condemn monarchies; he did not con- 
demn aristocracies. Under either of these 
forms a brave, law-abiding people might be 
contented and become great. The govern- 
ment of a nation by itself had its dangers 
also, and might degenerate into mob rule and 
anarchy. Majorities might go wrong, being 
composed of fallible human beings. But, 
taking things forall in all, the national spirit 
was likely to rise higher,the laws were likely 
to be more impartial and to be more impar- 
tially executed when the people were their 
own legislators and chose their own officers. 
Decidedly that state ought to be in its hap- 
piest condition when all citizens had equal 
rights, when there was no privilege either of 
birth or wealth, and each man could rise to 
any condition for which nature and industry 
had qualified him.

THE BOOK OF JONAH. 


The Beauty and the Meaning of the 
Same. 


BY DR. JOHN SNYDER. 
One very common error in rélation to the 
Bible is that of regarding everything in 
the form of fact as of the nature of fact. 
This has been fruitful in a vast harvest of 


misconce mistakes and misunderstand- 
ings. The Bible is doubtless full of moral al- 
legory. and uses this form of teaching even 


where the lines between fact and moral fic- 
tion are not definitely drawn. In the ordina- 
ry parables the historic form is used when it 
is evident that the substafice of history is 
absent. When Jesus, for instance, spoke of 
a “certain man who went down from Jeru- 
‘salem ta Jericho,” it is not likely that any 
particular individual was in the Lord’s mind. 
So of course the parable with which Nathan 
rebukes David concerning the poor man and 
the ewe lamb is a didactic fiction created by 
the prophets: yet there is nothing in the rec- 
ord to indicate its fictitious character. Even 


the fables of the Old Testament are recorded 
as actual facts. Take that fable in the ninth 
chapter of Judges, in which the trees choose 
aking. Nobody believes this was a miracle, 
in which the trees actually spoke. And yet 
the form isclearly that of fact as. any other 
part of the Bible. This, undoubtedly, indi- 
cates the stupendous mistake which men 
have made respecting this short prophecy of 
Jonah. They have insisted upon its literal 
historic substance, because of its historic 
form. They have wasted time and 
strength in the effort to explain and 
reach ovlausibly a miracle, instead 
of giving heart and head to a spiritual lesson 
of wonderful and impressive beauty. As 
one writer has beautifully said: “Doubts of 
the infallibility of the Bible usually begin 
with this book of Jonah. Its one stupendous 

hysical impossibility usually strains the 
aith that gives way first at this point.“ The 
book has been the despair of honest believ- 
ers; it has heen the stock, gibe and sneer of 
all generations of infidelity. Both friends 
and foes of the Bible—bound up by a cast 
iron system of interpretation—have seen 
only the scientific difficulties of the Book,and 
have mainly lost the full measure of its re- 
ligious beauty and significance. Thomas 
Paine, whose name is —— to be synon- 
ymous with a sneer, first penetrated below 
the surface of the story, and declared it to be 
allegory of singular beauty and effectiveness. 
He accorded it his honest and sincere ad- 
miration and saw the force of the lesson it 
was intended to teach. If any one will read 
“Tylor’s Primitive Culture” he will be con- 
vinced, I think, thatthe incident of the sea- 
monster swallowing the prophet is one of a 
class of sun-myths which are common in 
most of the primitive mythologies. Tne fun- 
damental idea underlying these rnyths seems 
to be that of the sun being swallowed by the 
ocean at night. Very possibly the writer of 
this book, whoever he might have been, was 
using a familiar fragment of mythology in 
order to give poetic shape to his parable. 
Now, what was the lesson which this para- 
ble was intended to enforce? Without being 
able to determine from external evidences 
the date of this book, the great Dutch scholar 
Kuenon is convinced from strong internal 
testimonies in the book itself that 
it was written immediately following 
the Babylonish captivity. The Jews had re- 
turned from exile filled with hot zeal for 
their religious laws. Ezra and Nehemiah 
were determined to root out all idolatrous 
practices; to draw the line of religious 
separation between the Jews and their hea- 
then neighbors, and to relentlessly drive out 
from Hebrew homes those foreign wives who 
had doubtless induced their husbands into 
idul worship. Unquestiouably this was a 
necessary work, but, like all zealous relli- 

ious reformations, it was carried out with 

itter bigo a erarcers Without 
question this intense though necessary fa- 
naticism must have awakened discontent in 
broader and less zealous natures. Men had 
seen the virtues of the idolaters, as well as 
their vices, and perhaps -protested against 
the bitter exciusivenes»s that separated the 
people so sharply from the surrounding na- 
tions. Asin all such controversies the right 
was doubtless on both sides. And the great 
Dutch Biblical scholars to whom we are 80 
much indebted for a rational knowledge of 
the Bible conceive that this parable is in- 
tended to teach that Jehovah is not only the 
God of the Hebrews. but that his tender 
mercies are over all his creatures. Jonah is 
represented as the type of the exclusionists. 
Jehovah sends him to the heathen city of 
Nineveh to warn the people to forsake their 
sins and to denounce gr og against them. 
Jonah wants to escape the unpleasant task. 
But find.ng at last that there is no safely ex- 
cept in obedience, he enters Nineveh upon 
the Lord’s errand. The writer reveals his 
kindly judgment of the heathen by showing 
their ready and sincere repentance. From 
the King on his throne to the cattle on the 
street all are covered with  penitential 
sackcloth and ashes. Then, as Jehovah's 
zudgment was conditional, he sees these sin- 
cere marks of contriteness and spares the 
city. Now mark the spiritof the prophet. 
He has only looked upon the Ninevites as 
human rubbish, fit for the fierce fire of Jeho- 
vah’s wrath, and when his God regards this 
heathen horde with pity and compassion, Jo- 
nah is hot with anger and indignation. Then 
Jehovah teaches the bigoted and bitter-soul- 
ed preacher a lesson. He creates a gourd, 
the shadow of which shall be grateful to the 
prophet, and while he is rejoicing in this un- 
expected refreshment the gourd is withered. 
Again Jonah is hot with anger, and Jehovah 
utters these lofty words, which rebuke the 
bigotry and intolerance of all genedations: 
“Thou hast had pity on the gourd, 
for the which thou hast not 
jabored, which came up in a night and 
wrished in a night, and should I not spare 
Nineveh, that great city, wherein are more 
than six score thousand persons who cannot 
discern between their right and their left 
hand.” That is, who are utterly ignorant of 
the religious knowledge which you abuse by 
your bigotty. Noble lesson of toleration and 
religious charity to a people whose chief 
spiritual fault was bigotry; noble anticipa- 
tion of the comprehensive charity and tender- 
ness of thegdspel! Well may a recent writer 
say that Jonaliis perhaps the most Christian 
book in the Old Testament. Once let the 
purpose and significaut beauty of the parabie 
be recognized and men will come to forget 
all controversies over its pysiological mir- 
acles—will come to think of the fish as we 
think of the animals of AEsop's marvelous 
tables. They rise above the dry and unedify- 
ing surface of the book to the tender spirit 
of charity and tolerance in which it was con- 


ceived.

A BLIZZARD. 


An Adventure in One of the Fearful 
Storms of the Northwest. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 


About 1 o’clock, while we were in a dry 
gooas store, the merchant, who had stepped 
out a moment before, said to us: “I don’t 
like to drive away my customers, but a bliz- 
zard is coming from the west, and is coming 
fast. The telegraph announces that it has 
reached Morris. That is forty miles from 
here, but it is coming at the rate of forty 
miles per hour, so you have got no time to 
spare, if you are going home to-day.” 

He rolled up our purchases as he spoke, 
and appea in a hurry to get ridof us. 
When we got outside the store the first thing 
that attracted my attention was the fact that 
of all the teams in the street when we ar- 
rived not one excepting mine remained. 
Everybod had scudded for home. Even 
then I did not hurry. The sun was still 
shining brightly, with not the faintest sug- 
gestion of a storm apparent anywhere. 
fore we got a mile from town 1 had forgot- 
ten all about the coming storm, and the 
horses were jogging at their will. 

We were stili two miles from home, when 
suddenly the sun was obscured, and the air 
grew coidand chill in a moment. A dark- 
ness as of smoke swept over everything. 
Then I remembered why we were going home, 
and I gave the horses the whip earnest, 
lashing them into a run. Away off to the 
west there appeared to be a leaden wall 
sweeping toward us. There was a hum in 
the alr. A light breeze sprang up, grew 
stronger, and in one moment became a gale. 
The wall came down with railroad speed, the 
roar of its approach every instant growing 
louder. From the top of a rollin the prairie 
we could see our house, and it came very near 
being our last glimpse of it. 

No words will ever convey an intelligent 
idea of the blizzard, of the frightiul roar 
with which it rolls down upon you, the howl- 
ing and hissing of the wind. If you try to 
speak the wind dashes thesyllables from your 
lips so quickly that you do not hear your own 
words. In thirty seconds from the time the 
first snowflake fell Lcould not see my norses. 
Ine atmosphere 1 to be all snow, 
and every flake of it was in a hurry to get 
somewhere betore the restshould get there. 
1 use the word flake, but that is 
wrong. No Hakes could dis- 
tinguisned. The whole atmosphere was filled 
with one big flake that hemmed us in on all 
sides. Aithough Mabel's head wasn’t over a 
foot from mine | could not see her features 
and could only dimly see her form. I tried 
to peer dowuward beside the sieigh and see 
the track, but 1 might as well have tried to 
see the earth beneatu a snow bauk. I could 
leel a motion to the sleigh, I knew 
the horses were still moving. The cold was 
intense. I tried to ask my wife if she was 
sulfering, but 1 could not hear my own 
words. 

During the two or three minutes that in- 
tervened between the time Isa the storm ap- 

yroaching and the moment it struck us the 
— nad run at the top of heir speed, so 
we were not much over a mile trom home. 
it did not seem possible for the horses to 
keep the track. No one could live an hour 
in that storm. The only hope lay in the 
horses being able to keep to a track that was 
being burivd deeper and deeper every in- 
stant. It isn't pleasant to sit still and freeze 
to death, ip teu uunutes I was chuled 
through and I felt that 1 was ireez- 
ing. The horses were still 
moving, and although 1 could 
not see them, I lashed them with the whip. 
It seemed hours since the storm had shut us 
in, and I was just becoming convinced that 
the horses had got out of the path and that 
we were lost on the prairie, when there came 
a sudden lull of the fierce wind. The air 
was stili full of whirling snow, but 1 could 
see objecis about me, and it didn’t take long 
for me to ascertain that we were in the barn 
and were safe. 1 had left the barn doors 
open in the morning, and the horses had 
found their way back, I think, by instinct, 
but my neighbors think it was sheer acci- 
dent, and Se it wouldn’t happen 

ain in a thousand years. 

Although we had reached the barn, we 
were not in the house yet. From the barn te 
the house is about twenty yards, but as far at 
seeing it was concerned, the house might as 
well have been in the moon. The little 
woman helped me unharness the horses and 

ut them into their stails. Then I told 
— to remain where she was, and made a 
break for the house. It is difficult for any- 
one to believe that in a blinding storm he 
cannot go twenty yards in a line sufficiently 
straight to nnd a house, but try it some time!

II it hadn't a-been 
for that pump Il would never again found 
either house or barn. I knew that the handle 
of that pump pointed directly toward the 
house, and that it was not over ten yards 
away. I raised the handle and felt for m 
bearings. I let go of the pump handle an 
made a plunge for the house. When I tell 
you that | ran “smack” up against it you 
will understand that — was out of the 
question. After 1 got into the house 1 
took a ball of twine, tied one end to the door- 
knob and su in ge back to the 
barn, and, by foliowing,the string, we reach- 
ed the house again. For three days and 
nights thereafter neither of us even opened 
the outer door. When the storm ceased, we 
could not see the barn, for the snow had piled

A HINT FROM JAPAN, 


and Frail Pagodas Defy 
Earthquakes. 


From Dresser’s Japan.“ 


A notable instance of the Japanese under- 
standing of the conditions under which they 
exist occurs in the manner of giving security 
to pagodas. Pagodasare of great height, 
yet many have existed for seven hundred 
years, and have withstood success- 
fully the many vibrations of the 
ground, which must ave inevitably 
achieved their overthrow had they been erec- 
tions of stone or brick. When 1 first ascend- 
ed a pagoda, I was struck with the amount of 
timber employed in its constructlon; and 1 
could not help teeing that the material here 
wasted was even absurdly excessive. But 
what otfeoded my feeliugs most was the 
presence of an enormous log of wood in 
the center of the structure, which ascended 
from its base to its apex. At the top 
this mass of timber was nearly two 
feet in diameter, and lower down a log equal- 
ly large was bultea to each of the four sides 
ol this central mass. 1 was so surprised with 
this waste of timber that I called the atten- 
tion of my good friend Sakata to the matter; 
and espeeialiy denounced the use of the cen- 
ter block. ‘Lo my astonishment he told me 
that the structure must be strong to support 
the vast central mass. In my ignorance I re- 
plied that the center part was not 
supported by the sides, but upon 
reaching the top I found this monstrous 
ceutral mass suspended, like the clapper of a 
bell; and when | had descended 1 could, by, 
lying on the ground, see that there was an 
inch of space intervening between it and the 
earth which formed the floor of the pagoda. 
The pagoda is toa Buddhist temple what a 
ms is to a Christian church; and by Its 
clever construction it is enabled to retain 
its vertical position even during the con- 
tinuance of earthquake shocks, for by the 
swinging of this vast pendulum the cen- 
ter of gravity is kept within the base. 
now understood the reason for that lavish 
use of timber which I had se rashly pro- 
nounced to be useless; and I see that there 
is a method in Japanese construction which 
is worthy of high appreciation. Inthe ab- 
sence of any other instance, the employment 
of this scientific method of keeping the pa- 
goda upright shows how careiuliy the Jap-
